Sunday morning at about 7 o'olook 


Thomas Coetello, aged 70 years, com- 
mitted suicide by hanging, in a barn on 
the home Jplace, three and a half miles 
east of Emery, not far from the town of 
Argenta. Be was found by his wife, his 
two sons coming to the place while Mrs, 
Costel'.o wasjcrying for help. 


Coroner.Bendnre was called from De- 


oatnr to hold the inquest, and a verdict of 
suicide IWBB rendered after Mrs. Ellen 
Costello, John [and (Peter Costello had 
testified.QThe jurymen were H.E.Kent, 
of Maroa.1 David Givler, 8. Hilbrant, 
Henry Boone, Cbae. Be!z and H. W. Hil- 
brant. 


Tae suicide was the owner of 160 aares 


of land, had considerable stock and plenty 
of money. He had lived on the place 27 
years and was a native of Irelanii. 


Early m lifelMr. Cogtello was the mat- 


ter of a bout, nnd had been a hard 
drinker, but of late be had abstained from 
the lias of liquor.^On Saturday he 
visited 
Argenta 
and 
became 
in- 


toxicated. Later 
he 
was 
seen 
at 


Maroa. 
His son 
John, 
ot Emery, 


was at Muroa, visiting his wife who is ill, 
and while there ha came across bis 
father, auu putting him in a buggy he 
took him home. John remained with 
hia father all through Saturday night, 
and deeiring to r?turn to Msroa to al- 
tend hia wife, early Sunday morning he 
drove to Argenta to get his brother, 
Peter, to come to the home place and 
look utter the old man. 
While John 


was gone the old man took his own life. 
He wae out in the barnyard feeding the 
eiook acd smoking hia pipe when Mrs. 
Costello Itiet, saw bin, 
' vr>, acd it was 


while tie old lady in,.- 
'he house thnt 


he slipped icto the 
< 
and hanged 


himself in a horse stall. 
a hud tied the 


rope to a rafter, and making a common 
slip knot, put the rope sronnd his neck, 
jumped off ihe manger, and swung him- 
self into space. 
The body waa still 


warm whan it was out down. John and 
Pdter had just arrived in the buggy 
from Argenta when Mrs. Coetello opened ^ 
the barn door to find her husband dead. | 
The suicide was a high tempered man, 
and probably became disgusted with 
nmself because he had returned to his 


habit of dricking liquor to excess.

Army Post, and will continue until to- 
morrow. Geo. 8. Durfee is the presi- 
dent, mid W. W. Weeden secretary. 


Tba Eighth Illinois Infantry was or- 


ganizad on the 25th day of April, 18(31. 
Richard J. Oglesby, of Deoatur, was ap- 
pointed colonel. July 25, 1861, the regi- 
ment was reorganized and mustered for 
three years. March 24,1864, it was re- 
enlisted for three years more, and on 
May 4,1866, it was mustered out, making 
in all a continuous service in the field of 
five years and nine days. This is a 
record that few regiments have the 
honor of enjoying. 
After the promo- 


tion of Col. Oglesby, it was commanded 
by Frank L. Rhoade, John P. Poet, 
JoBiah A. Sheets and Lloyd Wheaton, 
respectively. 
Is wns always at the 


front and lost a large number of men 
and officers in action. It fonght in the 
important battles of Fort Henry, Fort 
Donelson, Shiloh, Carmtb, Port Gibson, 
Thompson's Hill, Bnyoa Pierre, Ray- 
mond, Jackson, Champion Hill, p.nd the 
siege of Viokebnrg, Brownsville, Spanish 
Fort, Fort Blakely, and after the close 
of the war did guard uncl patiol service 
in Texas and Louisiana, In these en- 
gagements it lost about 140 men killed, 
and nearly five times that number 
wounded.

Deductions for 
Ms con County 


Property—The Figures. 


The state board of equalization com- 


pleted its work at Springfield yesterday. 
The increase in Cook county over the 
returns is $132,102. The i,otal aiseoement 
as equalized tor Cook county is $261,- 
566,124. The figures for Mecon county, 
all deductions, are as "ollows: On per- 
sonal property, 19 per c<>nt; on lands, 18 
per cent, on lots, 18 per cent. 


The board assessed 101 railroad com- 


panies, representing a mileage ot 8,193 
miles, and an oggregat i assessment ot 
879,531,738. 


The board assessed '.'11 corporations 


other than railroads. Laat year the num- 
ber was 334. This ma-ked decrease is 
due mainly to the fact that the last legis- 
lature passed a law which took the assess- 
ment ot coal mining cone penies and state 
banks organized under the general law 
and special charters out of the hands ot 
the equalization board and mad* them 
assessable by the local assessors. The 
total capital stock reported this year is 
892,724,600. Last year it was $120,580,- 
801. The equalized value of the capital 
stock as determined tbic year is 814,603,- 
129. Last year it, was «15,933,182. 


The tangible oorporite property as- 


sessed by local assessors amounted to 
99,139,150, leaving the net assessment ot 
capital stook by the board 86,363,979.

The Golden Bra. 


The American Economist in this 


week's issue publishes a report ot the in- 
dcetnal oorsue, just completed by the 
American Protective Tariff League, show- 
ing the conditions of manufacturing in- 
dustries and wholesale &nd retail trade 
for ihe week ending Sept. 2, 1893, as 
compared with tbe we$k ending Nov. 5 
1892. With reference to tbe first men- 
tioned week the report says: 


Orders for goods had been canceled 


the demand for goods had fallen off 
there was little or no buying; markets 
were demoralized and btisineee wae pat 
alyzed; the erection ot proposed build 
ings had been stopped, no new work was 
being undertaken and economy was en- 
forced everywhere. It WBJ d ffloult for 
men in business to procure money, anc 
jobbers were largely reducing their stocks 
ot goods, and generally there was a Jack 
of confidence throughout the country 
From our census it appears that the same 
industries in which daring the week end 
iag Nov. 5, 1892, were employed 143.40J 
hands, were, during the week endmi 
September 2 1893, employing only 56,3& 
hands. This was a decrease of 87,01! 
persons employed, or 61 per cent. In the 
matter of wages, we are eorry to say tha 
the difference IB even greater. Employers 
who were paying 81509,891 in weekly 
wanes dunng tha week ending Novembe 
5,1892, were only paying m the same 
establishments daring the week endini 
September 2,1893, the amount of 8459, 
089.01. This was a decrease of $1050, 
802, or 69^ per cent lees money circa 
lated in weekly wages. The fact was re 
ported from all sections of the country 
that labor was abundant, cheaper, anc 
willing to work for lees money. Som 
factories were running without orders 
merely, as stated by the employers, t 
try to nelp their laborers. A few wer 
etill ranning on contracts that bad been 
entered into early in the year, but they 
will close later. The greatest shrinkage 
m the amount ot wages paid oat ha 
been in the money paid ont in the Mid 
die States aiid in the Naw England sec 
tion. Practically there was but one-hal 
the amount of trade being done through 
ont the country during the week ending 
Sept. 2,1893, that there was during tb 
week ending Nov. 5,1892.

Ignominious Death of Pallas* 


th& Anarchist* 


DIES DNREPEHTAHT AUD YIHDICTIYB. 


Eefusir.g to See the Priests and Scorn- 


fully Rejecting All Their Eflorti 


in His Behalf—Expects 


to be Avenged. 


Pallas, the Anarchist, Shot. 


BARCELONA, Oct. 8.—Pallas, the an- 


arcliist, who on Sunday, September 94, 
jade an attempt oil the life of Capt- 
ion Martinez de Carapos by hurling 
wo dynamite bombs at that officer. 
wns shot to-day in accordance with, 
ho sentence of the court-martial be* 
oni which he was tried. 
During the twenty-four hours pre- 


vious to his execution, Pallas was cqn- 
ined in the military chapel, to which 
ic had been escorted while singing ah 
anarchist song. The prisoner refuted 
o kneel when 
sentence was pro- 


nounced; but he consented yesterday 
to sign u copy of his sentence, at th£ 
same time exclaiming that he was 
ligninff the death warrant 
of Ws 


udges, feeling certain that his brother 
knarchists would avenge his dealfc by 
tilling those who had condemned him 
to. die. 


Prieets throughout yesterday and 


;his morning did their utmost to pie- 
vail upon the desperate man to lis- 


to religious consolation and die re- 


jentant. But Pallas sneered at the 
-ernarks of the priests, laughed at 
iheir word pictures ot the hereafter 
Kid scornfully rejected all their efforts 
in his behalf. 


At 9 o'clock the chapel doors opened 


and Pallas stepped out of the chapel 
Ijetween two officers. At his own re- 
quest, no priest was allowed to accom- 
pany him. Just before the doors 
opened he had said to his guards: "I 
need no commiseration. 
My death 


will be the signal for a general upris- 
ing and the triumph of the social revo- 
lution. My friends will avenge me ter- 
ribly " As he loft the chapel he ex- 
claimed; "I die satisfied." 


The route to the place of execution 


was lined with soldiers. Pallas looked 
to right and left as if he expected 
somebody to break through the lines. 
A group of workinprmen shouted* 
"Viva anarqua,'1 but Pallas did not 
seem to hour them and they were dis- 
persed quickly by the military. 


When the party arrived at the fort 
tie military escort surrounded Pal- 
las so as to hide him completely 
from 
the vi«w of 
the enormous 


crowd. 
The soldiers charged with 


the execution, stepped back n few 
paces. The two officers who brought 
Pallas from the chapel led him out 
and a third one bound his eyes. Or- 
dered to kneel, Pallas sauk to hia 
knee. Re tried to cry "Viva nnarc,ua(' 
but the words fell almost inaudible 
from his lips. Four shots were fired 
almost simultaneously at 9.-00 o'clock, 
and Pallas fell back dead. 


The body was placed in a rough cof- 


fin aiul given to the anarchist's rela- 
tives. 


The crowd turned back to the town., 


and in half an hour had vanished. 
Great precautions njwe been observed 
by military and police thrc -ghoul Bar- 
celona all! day, but there have been no 
signs of disorder. 


The Survivors Become Unruly. 


BARCELONA, Oct. OL— A number of 


anarchists Imprisoned in the Mont

oom by her husband, H. B. McGregor. 
Hon. W. O. Oochran and I. B. Mills ap- 
iear for the plaintiff and Hugh Crea for 
he defendants. It is a somewhat unus- 
ual case, and naturally eioitea consider- 
able interest among the sporting fratern- 
ty. The jurymen in the case are Henry 
ilartin, John Fletcher, John Wright, 
Charles Thralfall, M. B. Feeler, Charles 
Buckley, 0. W. Green, John Wheat, J, 
W. Kowe, 0. M. Bateman, Hugh Hooka-, 
day and T. J. Osborne. 


It appears that McGregor was flying 


pretty high and bad money in a bank, 
and spent a considerable portion of his 
time in Decatnr last May. 
Ha came 


over from Sullivan, and visited various 
gaming houses. He won and lost money, 
and when he put up all of bis cash it was 
bia habit to draw up checks and have 
them cashed. 
He claims to have lost 


money at faro and noker at Barteau & 
Johnson's place in the fore part of May, 
on which the 81,000 claim is based. The 
checks show that he hud 885 cashed. In 
three days he testified that be lost '8300- 
and under the law it is possible for the 
plaintiff to recover 81,000. 
This fore- 


coon the attorneys got into a tangle on 
jaat what the notso of the court reporter 
contained with reference to the Mc- 
Gregor testimony, the defence trying to 
show that McGregor was not at the place 
of the defendants the tor« part of May, 
but during the latter part ot the month. 
Mills, Cocbran and Crea were unable to 
agree upon just 
what part of the 


transcript testimony they wanted to 
use, and then Judge Vail made an effort 
to sift it out. He failed, and quite unex- 
pectedly to the attorneys and parties in 
interest, the court put a stop to the trial 
by excusing the jury till to-morrow 
morning, fie then ordered Mies Vail to 


ake type-written copies of the evidence 
f the stenographer and Mr. McGregor 
nd have them ready for use when the 
earing of the case is resumed, the ex- 
enses to be taxed up as costs in tbe 
ase.

A Labor Problem. 


There are men who profess not to be 


able to see the difference, in effects upon 
American labor, between importing for- 
eign workmen and importing the product 
of foreign workmen. 
The free trader 


legards the immigration of foreigners to 
this country as an element of competi- 
tion to American workingmen, and from 
that point argues that under protection 
the labor market is free while the prod- 
uct of the manufacturer made by labor 
in a free labor markst is protected, and 
hence concludes that if the labor market 
is free the product market ought also to 
be free. The first defect in his argument 
is fatal to his theory, namely, that the 
labor market is and always has been as 
free under free trade as under protection 
and ths free trader would be slow to 
admit that free trade would moke a 
country EO undesirable that immigration 
would te stopped on account of it. So 
this part of his argument is stuff calcu- 
lated for deception. 


Every well-administered government 


proceeds on the theory that in order to 
proaper, thosa rules or principles in eco- 
nomics—bt-s1. adapted to the peculiarities 
of ttia country—that will create the 
gre»U">t dr maud for the employment of 
lahoi, n.jluding immiRTBute, should be 
kdiipit-d. In America the protectionist 
claim* ttiut this is best reached by a sys- 
tem ot protection through duties on im 
ported foreign goods—the like of which 
we Con employ our own labor in produc- 
ing—and by that means limit importii- 
tiona, build up our own industries and 
create national wealth. The American 
free-trader ignores the posibility of cre- 
ating a demand for labor through pro- 
tective tariffs. 
He assumes teat the 


demand for labor will be the eame under 
a free-trade tariff as under a protective 
tariff, and that wages are regulated by 
the demand for it, and consequently thai 
the only effect of a protective tariff is to 
increase t"ie price of the article to the 
consumer and enrich the manufacturer, 
the logic of all which must be that the 
importation of foreign goods free, the 
like of which we oould employ our own 
labor in producing, would not lessen the 
demand for our own labor, and would 
not teed to reduce the price of our own 
labor. | 


This brings us back to the proposition 


what is the difference between employing 
the foreign emigrant on American soi' 
who voluntarily comes here, or importing 
and buying in competition with our 
American-made products the product the 
foreigner makes on his own soil? The 
difference which some assume they can 
not see is plain. We are building up a 
CDiictry of our own. It was founded by 
foreigners and tbeir descendants who de- 
sired a government better than that ol 
monarohs und plutocrats, bine3 the da] 
it was tonnded people from all lands 
hava conio to enjoy the benefits of the 
new government, and they ore still com- 
ing. As soou as the foreigner gets here 
with the intention of remaing, he starts 
in ,to make a living—to make money. 
He is taxed to support the township, the 
city and the state in which he lives. He 
employes other men to build his house, 
aui do many other things. He patron- 
izes the home physician, the dentist, the 
farmer, the grooeryman, the shoe mer- 
chant, the dry goods merchant, the hard- 
ware merchant, and contributes to the 
support of schools ond churches, and is 
ready to defend the country in time of 
war. 
All these things the foreigners who 


came here in the last 100 years have done, 
and his entire ability to do them rests on 
his ability to find remunerative employ- 
ment on American soil. The foreigner 
who labors abroad, and whose labor is 
represented in the price of the goods im- 
ported to this country, contributes noth- 
ing to the support of this government, 
and has no ir. tercet in it save that by 
the wort: of his hands he may displace 
the labor in this country that might be 
employed in producing the goods which 
the foreigner imports. Thus the differ- 
ence between the go-called imported 
labor and the imported goods is so large 
and wide that no man on American soil 
can honestly assume there is no differ- 
ence.

granted during the period was 55,244, of 
which 4(5,057 were under the not of 1890, 
and 9,187 under the general law. 
The 


number of like claims rejected during 
this period was 56,702;,48,343 of them 
being under the act 'of June, 1890, 
and 8,359 being under the general 
law. The average monthly award during 
this period was, under the act of 1890, 
89.43; and under the general law, 87.17. 
The number of claims of the class sus- 
pended during the same time was 12,- 
371, of which 10,782 were under the act 
of 1890, and 1,589 under the general 
law. Those under the general law were 
suspended during the whole period, and 
those under the act of 1890 were sus- 
pended in the months of May, June, 
July and August, 1893. 
In conclusion, 


Mr. Loohran says it is proper to add 
tha.t pursuant to the act of March 1, 
1893, the pensions of 3,856 persons who 
are residing outeide of the jurisdiction 
of the United States have been sus- 
pended since the 1st of July, 1893.

Then came the genius of Music 
urroundcd by a soleet chorus of fifty 
vomoa. The "next Iloat represented 
Chicago und typical motto "I will," 
ruiik'd by Liberty und surrounded by 
ill thu states of the union rind wel- 
comed by all people of the union. At 
.ho four corners were Music, Sculpture, 
Science and Literature. 


Chicago in 1812, a trading port, and 


the memorable picture ".vero next 
portrayed in a realistic picture. Chi- 
cago in war and peace were next de- 
picted in floats, which culled for thun- 
ders of applause from the multitudi- 
nous throng. Tho Court of Honor. The 
Fire Fiend came next, representing Chi- 
cago prostrate in 1871. The Commerce 
of "Chicago was represented by an ar- 
gosy with a single sail on which the 
world, which is symbolic of Chicago, 
wus emblazoned. 


The most n_a,o.nificent iloat in the 


entire procession was illustrative of 
Columbus at the court of Isabella. The 
characters of the float were assumed 
by the members of the Columbian club 
ot Chicago. 
Floats 
were 
also 
furnished 
by 


foreign-born 
residents 
of Chicago, 


illustrating foreign-born charaters and 
foreign events. Great Britain, Sweden, 
(lorrmmy, I'-eland, Bohemia, France, 
Canada and Poland were represented 
by one or more floats after the Chicag-o 
pageant had passed between the black 
mass of humanity, partially illumi- 
nated b\ the electric lights. 


The last Iloat in the procession was 
niectra, the Genius of Electricity," 
u-uwn by eight horses. It was rcprc- 
etited by enormous dragons changing 
olor from green to red and lighted 
vithin with 2,000 electric lights. 


There was a break in the procession 


..fter those illustrating Chicago had 
passed und thousands started bome- 
vnrd under the impression the night 
infant was over. 
The lire-works display exceeded in 


magnificence 
anything 
heretofore 


;iven in the United States, if not in 
ihe world. The special pieces were 
illustrative of Old Fort Dearborn, the 
Old City Hall, Chicago Welcoming the 
World; Old Glory, carried by Mr. 
Baldwin, the aeronaut, to the heavens; 
Chicago Triumphant, being a re-pro- 
duction of Niagara Falls along tho 
peristyle; 
the Burning o! Chicago, 


covering an area of 14,000 square feet, 
produced in four scenes, and the picture 
of Chicago's first mayor. The whole 
scene was a blaze of fairy lamps. 


All the avenues surrounding the 


court of honor, and every point of van- 
tage on the great buildings lacing the 
court and the top of the peristyle, were 
filled with spectators for the afternoon 
procession, which was called the Re- 
union of States. 


Nearly 3,000 boys and girls, accom- 


panied by bands, marched tn sections 
to present the history of Commerce 
and resources the American states. 
The standards and shields of the states, 
with their names and the year of their 
entry In the Union, were borne at the 
head of each procession. 


The Columbian guards who forced 


their way at the head of the procession 


i through the standing mass of people 
! w«re almost foroed back. The Iow« 


State band, which followed close to- 
hind, were not able to play artistically. 


Rlnsrins the Tabernacla Bell. 


The face of the earth on the plaza 


bounded by the Terminal station, Ad- 
ministration, Machinery hall and Min- 
ing buildings was hidden from human 
sight at noon by 100.000 souls brought 
together by a common desire to hear 
the bell of liberty ring out in honor of 
Chicago day and' see if they could see 
Mayor Harrison, who held the rope 
of all nations, which brought the 
clapper in contact with the bell. 
From

upturned faces, hats and bonnets pre- 
sented a picture which has never been 
seen iu 
this country. 
The people 


pushed and crushed against each other, 
the center of the crush being just 
around the bell, where the mayor of 
Chicago stood, hat

cago. Miss Sickels presented to him 
the original deed for the site upon 
which Chicago is built. Tho mayor, 
in accepting the historic

the name of the city, said that the

entitled to and merited receiving it 
were the people of Chicago. lie re- 
lated the early history of Chicago when 
it was a trading post "between the 
great lakes and the Mississippi. He 
declared Chicago had thriven as no 
other city had ever thriven.

two years ago it had been devastated 
by fire. The pain of Its sufferings had 
gone to the utmost parts of the earth. 
Like Niobe it was all tears, and the

tears; but with that energy peculiar 
to thepeople, it had rison,phoenlx-llke, 
from its ashes.

avenues of the White Oity and people 
occupied every inch of ground and all 
available epaco on the buildings. All of 
the lawns were alive with people.

held, and establishing a mr-rk which 
it is safe to predict, the present gener- 
ation will never see ngain attained. 


When the morning sun. looking 


through a light mist, peeped over the 
white peristyle at 5 o'clock many peo- 
ple were nearing the different ^en- 
trances to thenground, and by the time 
the gates were opened at C 30 fully 10,- 
000 people besieged each passage, eager 
for admission. From that hour until 
late iu tho afternoon there was a con- 
stant stream at every gate. 


The department of admissions had 


an extra force on duty and every turn- 
style was l.ept registering at highest 
speed. Yet these facilities were inad- 
equate. 
At 10.30 every wagon gate 


was opened and a corps of men were 
stationed at each to take tickets reliev- 
ing the pressure from without to a 
marked degree. 


About 4 o'clock when it was seen 


that the crowds had diminished suffi- 
ciently to permit of successful hand- 
ling by the regular entrances the 
wagon gates were closed after 500,000 
people hud been admitted. To this 
vast army 181.000 were added in the 
next 
three 
hours. 
The 
glorious 


October weather 
and 
the 
grand- 


ness of Chicago day at the 
fair, 


kept the crowds coming all after- 
noon and evening, 
a 
conservative 


estimate at midnight places the attend- 
ance for the day at 751,001.. The offi- 
cial figures will not be gi-'en out be- 
fore to-morrow as the great mass of 
tickets has nearly swamped the de- 
partment of admissions. Previous to 
this memorable day the palm for 
large attendance rested with Independ- 
ence day, July 4, when the attend- 
ance was 235,273. Other days notable 
for great crowds were: Illinois day, 
243,951; Transportation 
day, 231,522; 


Polish dny (last Saturday), 222,170; 
Knights of Honor day, 215,043; Penn- 
sylvania day, 213,400, and Railroad day, 
202,370. The total number of paid ad- 
missioiis since tho opening of the fair 
is 18,402,070. The greatest day at

"And now,", said I, advancing to the 
door, "stand aside and end this folly— 


From Friday's Daily. 


The town of Lovington in the edge ot 


Monltrie county, 22 miles eoatheait ot 
Deoatnr, on the Peoria division of the 
Vandalia road, waa thrown into a state 
of wild excitement last evening by a 
tragedy in Perry Reynolds' saloon, which 
is located on one ot the principal streets 
ot the place. John Wad wood walked 
into the saloon with a double-barrelled 
shotgun, and after exchanging a tew 
words pointed the gun at Reynolds, who 
was standing behind the bar, and fired a 
load at him at a distance of less than 
three feet. The load struck Reynolds in 
the right side, and right arm, and he fell 
to the floor. Ben Oickson, the bar- 
keeper, was a few feet north of Reynolds' 
and as the load in the second barrel was 
fired ha got a portion of the shot in his 
left side and face, one shot patting oat 
the sight of his left eye. William Dick- 
son, father of Ben, waa standing at the 
end of the bar with both hands resting 
on the counter. He got a lot ot the 
scattering shot in bis right band. 


After discharging the gun, Wadwood 


turned and walked out to be arrested 
shortly after by Officer Dawson, who 
took him to Sullivan and pat him in jtil. 


At the time of the shooting the saloon 


was nearly filled with broom corn cutters 
who had just received their pay. The 
first discharge ot the gan caused every- 
body to scatter and all got ont except 
the three wounded men. They were at- 
tended by Dr. Smith and Dr. Donovan, 
who say that Reynolds is in a very 
critical condition. 


The only known cause for the shooting 


was Reynolds' refusal to give liquor to 
Wadwood. He had been refused several 
times at the bar, and be had resolved to 
kill the saloon-keeper. As early in the 
day as noon Wadwood had said to a 
friend: "Come and eet 'em up. You 
may never get to treat me again." It 
was evident that h<> then contemplated 
trouble. Along about 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon Wadwood went to Virg Oox'a 
hardware store and borrowed the shot- 
gun from Nato Williams, the clerk, say- 
ing that he was going hunting. He went 
direct to the Reynolds' saloon and pass- 
ing up to the bar he said: "Hello, John; 
let me have a drink." Mr. Reynolds im- 
mediately answered, "I can't do it," 
whereupon, without a word of warning, 
the gun came up and both loads were 
discharged, one shortly after the other, 
with the results aa stated. 


When placed under arrest Wadwood 


talked freely about the affair, and said 
he intended to kill Reynolds, but meant 
to do no barm to anyone else. 
He said 


that he waa sorry that Diokson and his 
father were hurt. 


John W«dwood is21 years of age and 


single. He la a eon of a stookbnyer and 
a brother of Charles Reynolds. 
John ia 


a painter, but he is given to gambling 
and drinking. 
Ho has been in several 


scrapes but never before made a criminal 
assault upon anybody. 
He may be 


called upon to stand trial for murder, or 
at least on a charge of assault to murder, 
and the trial will be bad at Sullivan. 
Reynolds had repeatedly refused to credit 
Wadwood and because he did so the 
young man attempted to take hia life,

CHICAGO. Oct. 11.—Ex-President Ben-

'We are sowing the seed of discord", 


ie said, "in the breaking away from 
the national election law. The people 
of this country will not submit to the 
choice of their officials bv the dicebos 
or the jugg-ler's hat. 
Above all things 


we must have pure elections. I did in 
messages to congress say nearly all 
that could be said upon this necessity. 
Federal elections must be above sus- 
picion of fraud or taint. Citizens will 
not respect officials whose selection are 
questioned or known to have been se- 
cured by palpable and open fraud. 


•I believe that every citizen should 


be protected in his right of suffrage 
to the extent of being 
permitted 


to vote his political preference and to 
have his vote counted as cast. If the 
present federal election law is re- 
pealed by congress, all federal control 
and supervision of the election of the 
national officers is withdrawn and local 
sentiment and local laws will govern 
such elections. 1 am not partial to any 
federal election law, except that that 
law should provide for some judicial 
method of inquiry, 


"That the colored vote in the south 


is suppressed or counted out is a no- 
torious fact. Take, for instance, the 
state of Tennessee. Had I received as 
many votes in tbe five black counties 
in West Tennessee in IS-bS as Mr. Maine 
received in the same counties in 133-1, I 
would have secured the electoral vote 
of Tennessee by a majority of 5,000 or 
8,000. The frauds in that section were 
so palpable that the district attorney 
had many of the election officers in- 
dicted before the federal court at Slum- 
phis. 


'In honest elections consists our na- 


tional safety, and we cannot tolerate 
fraud without paying a bitter price in
